I patronised Mr Oarson’s entertainment 
on the occasion of their last visit to. Hong- 
kong, and was really agreeably surprised to 
find the company fairly good, for the Far 
Hast, And yet last night’s audience was a 
very poor one, The redeuns for this. are not 
far to seek, and-it is perhaps a3 well that 
performers who honor os with their compa- 
ny should understand why..they. have so 
frequently to waate their sweetness on suo- 
cessive rows of empty benches, Our ama- 
tour performances, although the talent dia 
played may not be far above mediocrity, 
até invariably well attended ; but the- élite 
of the Colony can never be. prevailed up n 
to encoursgs the professional . element. 
People have been 59 often taken In by the 
system of untruthful, . puffing advertine- 
m nts, so much in vogue among profession: 
al outsiders in this quarter. of tha globe, 
that they aro naturally, enough ohary in 
supporting persons who. frequently prove 
arracit fmpoators, . Another. custom, that of 
indulging in vulgar attempts at wit, at the 
expense of recidents in the Colony, under 
the title of local hits and allusivns, prevent’ 
dogens of respectable people from attending 
performances, which in all other respects, 
faye this, may be-eminently satisfactory, 
This kind of thing. may a ear 
enough in Hast. London music halls or the 
back slums of New York, but itis entirely 
out of place with average Bongkong audi- 
ences, who ate rather more refind in their 
taste than the usual motley sssemblages 
‘you see in ‘most other colonial ports.
